Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant merely repeats the conclusive 
argument that examiner failed to establish prima facie case of obviousness. Applicant is advised to see the first paragraph of page 4 of 
the Final rejection for motivational statement. To reiterate, si nee Tamura et al does not teach the characteristics of the output signal from 
the phase comparator, one skilled In the art would have to rely on other prior art references on ways to control the delay chain circuit 
using the output signal from the phase comparator Sharman et al teaches that a phase detector may produce an output signal whose 
duty cycle represents the phase difference as one alternative. Furthermore, Debral teaches using a duty-cycle modulated signal to 
control a variable delay circuit. Since Sharman et al and Debral teaches a specific method to a generally-described function of Tamural 
et al, there certainly is a motivation to combine the teachings of these references. Applicant fails to argue in this correspondence why 
the combination as proposed by examiner in the previous Office actionand reiterated here, would not have occurred. Without such an 
argument, it is not believed that applicant's position that examiner failed to establish a prima facie case of obviousness is supported. 
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
